THE FIRST ENGLISH POEM. 


When »nci Wlu-iv It Wu» WritUm, Wltfc 


tho Fai'tr, Coiicerjjiug It. 


The first true English poem is the 


work of Ccedmon and is from Nortb.- 
utnbria (Northnrnbria, it should be 
remembered, meant formerly the 
whole of ISuglaiiil north of the num- 
ber, and it extended beyoml the Scot- 
tish border), says an English author- 
it}'. The story of it, as told by Bede, 
proves that the making of sones was 
common at the time. Ciedmon was 
a servant to the monastery of Hold, 
an abbess of royal blood, at WMtby, 
in Yorkshire. He w us somewhat aged 
when the gift of song came to him, 
and he knew nothing of the arc of 
vorse, so that at the feasts when, for 
the sake of mirth, all song in turn 
he left the table. 


One night, having done so, and 


gone to the stables, for he had the care 
of the cattle, he fell asleep, and one 
came to him in a vision and said, 
"Caedinon, sing me a song." And he 
answered, "I cannot sing; for this 
cause I left the feast aud camohither!" 
Then said the other, "However, you 
shall singl" "What shall I sing?" he 
replied. "Sing the beginning of cre- 
ated things 1" answered the other. 
Whereupon he began to sing verse to 
the praise of God, and, awakening, 
remembered what he had sung and 
added more in verso worthy of God. 


In tho morning he came to the 


steward aud told him of the gift he 
had received, and being brought to 
Hildwas ordered to tell his dream 
before learned men, that they might 
give- judgment whence his verses 
carne 
And when they had heard 


they nil said that heavenly grace had 
been conferred on him by our Lord. 


The verse of the first poet is not 


without the stormy note ot the 
scenery among which it was written. 
In it ako the old, fierce war element 
is felt when Ctolmon comes to sing 
the wrath of the rebel angels with 
God, and tho overthrow of Pharaoh's 
host and the lines repeating, as was 
tho old English way, the thought a 
sci ond time fall like stroke on 
fclroko iu battle. But the poem is 
religious 
throughout—Christianity 


speaks in it simply, sternly, with 
fire, and brings with it anew world 
of spiritual romance and feeling. 
The subjects of the poem were taken 
from the Bible—in fact, Ctedomn 
paraphrased tho history of the Old 
and(hoNewTeslaments. Hosangthe 
creation of the world, the history of 
Israel, the book of Daniel the whole 
stoiy of the lito of CL-.i,t, future 
judgment, pnrgatoiy, hcu and heav- 
en. All who heaid it tin.aght it di- 
vinely given. 


"Others after him," smd Berte, 


"tried to make icligiousioems, but 
none could vio u ith him, for he did 
not Icaru the art of poetry from men, 
but from God." It was thu* that 
English song began m religion. The 
most famous passage of the poem not 
only illustrates the dark sadness, the 
fierce love of freedom and the puwur 
of painting dibtiuctcharacters, which 
has alwaysmarkod our poetry, but it 
is also famous for its likeness to a 
parallel passage in ililton. Ituwhen 
CEEdmon d"M-ribes the proud and an- 
gry cry of salmi against God ironi 
his bed of chants iu hell. Tho two 
great English poets may be brought 
together over a space of 1,000 years 
in another way, for both died in such 
peace that those who watched beside 
them know not when they died. 


Architecture or Uio ITuture. 


Tho Eiffel lower, built wholly of 


metal, is an example, and a good ex- 
ample, of a slop iu tho direction 
which architects will be forced to 
follow in tho future. 
The great rail- 


way stations, exhibition buildings 
and other structures of steel, con- 
crete, paper and glass, which tho 
needs and inventions of our day have 
called into existence, show which 
way flows the stream of tendency. 
The new building material has come 
to stay. In. another century houses 
may not merely be built with steel 
girders; they may be made of metal 
irarncs bolted together aud gripping 
walls of papier mache. Then the age 
of the tent will reiurn. A man will 
buy his house frum a manufacturer 
and will hire a site to set it upon. 
Whon ho moves from one placo to 
another, he will take his home with 
him. 
Building leases will die a nat- 


ural deal h. Towns will wander about, 
and a great niauy^ curious results will 
arise.—Boston Transcript.
